An organized attempt was made 
to interfere with, indeed to halt, the scheduled interviews. 

We planned a careful response to this attempt, prevented 
the interference from succeeding, and every student with a 
genuine interest in a:i interview had one with your repre- 
sentative. - "

from branch offices of the C.I.A. Thus the protesters whose 
announced aim was to bring such interviews to a halt were 
given a victory which, at least as far as 


is concerned.
